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Malaysia rejects jet’debris’ images

KUALA LUMPUR(AFP) - 
Malaysia said yesterday that 
satellite images of suspected 
debris from a missing jet were 
yet another false lead, and de¬ 
bunked a report the plane had 
flown on for hours after la sing 
contact — leaving the nearly 
week-old mystery no closer to 
being solved. 

China had sparked talk of a 
breakthrough in the riddle of 
the Malaysia Airlines (MAS) 
jet with satellite images of 
three large floating objects 
near where flight 370 with 33 9 


p eo p 1 e on b o ard 1 0 st cant act o n 
Saturday, en route from Kuala 
Lumpur to Beijing 

But Vietnamese and 
Malaysian planes that searched 
the area in the South China Sea 
yesterday found no sign of 
wreckage of the Boeing 777, 
which has one of the best 
safety records of any j et. 

The US Navy Seventh Fleet 
also said that it did not have 
any evidence to corroborate 
the reports of debris spotted by 
the Chinese satellites. 

Adding to the confusion. 


the Wall Street Journal re¬ 
ported that US investigators 
suspected the plane flew for 
four hours after its last known 
contact with air traffic control 
at 1.30 am Malaysian time, 
based on data automatically 
sent from its Rolls-Royce en¬ 
gines 

The WSJ said US counter- 
terrorism officials were pro¬ 
bing the p Dssibihty that a pilot 
Dr someone else on board di¬ 
verted the jet towards an un¬ 
known location after turning 
off its communication trans¬ 
ponder 

But Malaysia denied the re¬ 
port as ‘inaccurate" 

Hie last data transmission 
from the aircraft was at 0107 
hours which indicated that 
ev ery thin g was no rtn al," 
Transport Minister Hi sham- 
muddm Hussein told reporters. 

"Rolls-Royce and Boeing 
teams are here in Kuala 
Lumpur and have worked with 
MAS and investigation teams 
since Sunday These issues 
have never been raised.' 

He added that China had 
told Malaysia that tire satellite 
photos posted on tire website 
of a Chinese state science 
agency were released "by mis¬ 
take and did not show anv de¬ 
bris"

GRANJESTAD --Hie govern¬ 
ment of Aruba is not sitting on 
her laurels because of her com¬ 
pliant rating by the Financial 
Action Task Force (FATF). 
they are intent on continuing to 
make even more progress 
Present at the briefing were the 
Center for Reporting Unusual 
Trans a etions (MOT), Pub li c 
Ministry, Central Bank and 
member of the Anti-Money 
L aunderm g/C o unter Fin ance 
of Terrorism Strategy Group . 

The regular meetings will 
continue to prepare Aruba for 
she next round of evaluation 
and for the subsequent visit of 
the FAFT. Secretary of Center 
for Reporting Unusual Trans¬ 
actions (MOT) George Crocs, 
explained what the goals of the 
commission are Croes indi¬ 
cated that having laws is not 
all. there must be the applica¬ 
tion ofthose laws and we must 
be able to show that the laws 
are producing results 

Aruba is complying with 
main recommendations. 


Among them is the system 
upon which financial institu¬ 
tions must apply “Customer 
Due Diligence. This is the 
identification of a person, and 
most importantly, the person 
behind him, that is the “Ulti¬ 
mate Beneficial Owner,” to be 
approved. The MOT has been 
an essential element Tire 
MOT lias been in existence 
since 1and helped improve 
the situation substantially. Su¬ 
pervision of financial institu¬ 
tions is in the hands of the 
Central Bank while the Public 
Prosecutor has the task of ap¬ 
plying sanctions for acts 
against the law. Them task also 
in du de s internal! on al co op er- 
ation, interchange of informa¬ 
tion, extradition, etc. 

The government is working 
an other laws in addition to the 
recommendations already in 
force. One example of a law 
being worked on is the law to 
regulate Gambling

Aruba is from the middle of 2013 till 
nowm a mild to moderate drought. 

The drought index indicates that 
from may 2013 Aruba has entered a 
mild drought and remained m a 
moderate till mild drought ever since 
then. Looking at long-range fore¬ 
casts it still does not look that we 
will exit this drought condition yet. 

Draught indices are calculated 
far shorter periods 1-3 months and 
1 a nger p sri o d s from 3 - 9 m a nths. 

Short p erio d indices are more for 
agnculture and longer period indices 
are more for hydrological time 
scales 

If one looks at the forecasted 
drought index for 2D 14, and holding rainfall at normal values, it will still take some time to 
leave a mild draught. 

Keep in mind that even if we have a couple of strong short periods showers that does not 
mean that drought is over 

Aruba has experience other periods that we were m drought for a while, for example 2001- 
2002 

Normally aruba's rainy season runs from September through January and aruba's dry sea¬ 
son is from February through August. 

Most climate models indicate that rainfall amounts for Aruba should remain normal 
to a tab below normal for the period March 2014 to May 2014 
For the p enod May 2014 to August 2014 expect beiow normal rainfall totals 
Therefore moderate to mild drought conditions is expected to continue 
Surface temperature should haver near normal for the period March 2014 to May 2014 
Sea surface temperature near Aruba should be near normal for the period March 2D 14 to 
May 2014.

Authorities have chased up 
all manner of leads, including 
oil slicks, a supposed life raft 
found at sea and even witness 
accounts of a night-time ex¬ 
plosion, only to rule them all 
out. 

Malaysia has said that the 
plane may have turned back 
after taking off and military 
radar detected an unidentified 
object early Saturday north of 
the Malacca Strait, off west 
Malaysia, but it is unclear if 
it was the missing airliner 

The search for the plane 
now encompasses both sides 
o f p emn sul ar M al ay si a, o v er 
an area of nearly 27,000 n an¬ 
ti c ai mil e s (more than 9 0,0 0 0 


square kilometres) and in¬ 
volves the navies and air 
forces of multiple nations 
India deployed three ships 
and three aircraft to the re¬ 
mote Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands yesterday. 

Theories about the possi¬ 
ble cause of the disappear¬ 
ance range from a 
catastrophic technical failure 
to a mid-air explosion, hi¬ 
jacking, rogue missile stake 
and even pilot suicide. 

The satellite information 
prompted the focus of the 
search to swing back yester¬ 
day to the original flight path 
after a sin ft in recent days to 
Malaysia's west coast. 


But later yesterday an of¬ 
ficial told AFP, under the 
condition of anonymity, that 
a US naval ship was headed 
west, from the Gulf of Thai¬ 
land to the Strait of Malacca, 
"at the request of the 
M al ay si an gov ernm ent“ 

The White House con¬ 
firmed tliat new information 
had prompted authorities to 
examine an area to the west 
in the Indian Ocean.

Another law is ' L personen- 
rechts" {person's lights) such 
as AW and WA where certain 
deficiencies have been noted. 
The experts are studying what 
changes must be made here 

Despite the fact that Aruba 
is a small country, we are 
measured by the same standard 
as any big country Even big 
countries like iap an have diffi¬ 
culty with compliance and 
only achieve “Partially Com¬ 
pliant” rating Hie next round 
of evaluation will focus on Ef¬ 
fective Implementation.” 

FATF will do its own eval¬ 
uation as was the case in 200 S. 
Members of the different 
member countries remain on 
Aruba for about two weeks. In 
addition to going over the 200 
page questionnaire which gov¬ 


ernment institutions must fill 
out, they conduct extensive in¬ 
terviews. 

For the next evaluation 
FATF will reduce their recom¬ 
mendation from 40+9 to 4G. 
On the other hand, they are 
also placing emphasis on the 
rules of the trafficking of 
weapons of mass destruction. 
Every institution involved in 
providing financial services 
such as Central Bank, public 
notary offices end representa¬ 
tives of Off Shore companies 
will be visited by the FATF. 
Aruba's next major evaluation 
is planned to take place in 
2019 Arub a must d erno nsti ate 
our laws and statistics after 
which FATF will prepare their 
rep oil which may be as 
lengthy as 200 pages.

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Mark Zuckerberg says US government 

threat to Internet 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Face- 
bo ok chief Mark Zuckerberg 
said yesterday he had called 
President Barack Obama to 
complain that the US govern¬ 
ment. is undermining confi¬ 
dence in the Internet with vast, 
secret surveillance programs. 

In a post an his awn Face- 
baok page, the founder of the 
huge social network expressed 
anger towards Washington, in 
what appeal ed to be a reaction 
to new revelations about US 
government surveillance. 

"I've called President 
Obama to express my frustra¬ 
tion over the damage the gov¬ 
ernment is creating for all of 
our future," he wrote. "Unfor¬ 
tunately, it seems like it will 
take a very long time far true 
full reform " 

Zuckerb erg's comments 
come amid growing tensions 
between the tech sector and 
US admini stration over leaked 
documents describing the vast 


surveillance ability of the se¬ 
cretive National Security 
Agency and other intelligence 
services. 

“Hie Internet works be¬ 
cause most people and compa¬ 
nies do the same We work 
together to create tins secure 
environment and make our 
shared space even better for 
the world," he said. 

"Tins is why I've been so 
confused and frustrated by the 
repeated reports of the beha¬ 
vior of the US government 
When our engineers work tire¬ 
lessly to improve security, w r e 
imagine we're protecting you 
again it cri min als not our own 
government." 

He added "The US govern¬ 
ment should be the champion 
for the Internet, not a threat 
They need to be much more 
transparent about what they're 
doing, or otherwise people will 
believe the worst" 

Hie comments: came a day 


after a report citing leaked 
NS A documents said the spy 
agency had imitated a Face- 
book server to inject malware 
into computers to expand its 
intelligence collection capac¬ 
ity 

The report by Former 
Guardian reporter Glenn 
Greenwald said the NSA had 
dev el oped malware that allows 
it to collect data automatically 
from millions of computers 
worldwide 

Some of the documents 
leaked by former intelligence 
contractor Edward Snowden in 
recent months have said the 
NSA had access to servers of 
tech giants such as Facebook, 
Google and Yahoo. 

These companies have 
strongly denied giving any ac¬ 
cess except under a legal re¬ 
quirement, and have said more 
transparency about the pro¬ 
grams could reassure their cus¬ 
tomers 


The Ukraine pleads for talks 
as stand-off turns bloody 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Hie Ukraine's premier came to 
the United Nations yesterday 
to urge Russia to negotiate an 
end to the stand-off between 
their countries, as street battles 
in Ins homeland tinned bloody. 

At least one pro-Kiev pro¬ 
tester was stabbed and killed in 
the eastern city of Donetsk 
when a demonstration in favor 
of Ukrainian unity was at¬ 
tacked by a Russian separatist 
crowd. 

News of the death broke as 
Prime Minister Arseniy Yat- 
senyuk addressed an emer¬ 
gency session of the UN 
Security Council on the crisis 
opposing his interim govern¬ 
ment and the Kremlin 

Yatsenyuk said a negotiated 
solution was still possible, if 
Russia agrees to withdraw its 
forces from the Ukrainian re¬ 
gion of Crimea and b egm a se¬ 
rious diplomatic dialogue. 

"We want to have talks. We 
don't want to have any land of 
military aggression," he in¬ 
sisted, turning to directly ad¬ 
dress Russia's UN ambassador 
Vitaly Churkin 

Churkm ridiculed the idea 
that there had been an "idyllic 
situation" before the crisis, but 
said "Russia does not want 
war and nor do the Russians, 
and I'm convinced that Ukrai¬ 
nians don't want this either" 

The Ukraine and Russia 
have been lo cked in an escalat¬ 
ing stand-off since February 
22, when a street revolt over¬ 
threw the Ukraine's former 
pro-Kremlin president Viktor 
Yanukovych. 

Russia's President Vladimir 
Putin refuses to recognize Yat- 


senyuk's new r pro-Western ad¬ 
ministration, and tensions are 
building between rival camps 
mside Ukraine. 

Hie crisis could come to a 
head on Sunday when Crimea 
— now occupied by pro- 
Moscow forces — is due to 
hold a referendum on becom¬ 
ing part of Russia 

Yatsenyuk has a strong 
diplomatic hand. His govern- 
meat has been recognized by 
European powers, he won the 
hill backing of US President 
Baiack Obama in Washington 
on Wednesday and he is nego - 
hating an IMF bailout. 

But the facts on the ground 
favor Putin. 

Russia's military is far 
larger than the Ukraine's, and 
Russian troops have already 
seized control on die Crimean 
Peninsula, home to a mainly 
ethnic Russian population and 
Russia's Black Sea fieet 

M o s co w makes no se cret o f 
its plan to annex Crimea after 
Sunday's referendum, which 
Kiev and Washington have de¬ 
clared illegitimate — promising 
the worst East-West split since 
die Cold War 

Meanwhile, in eastern 
Ukraine, rival protests between 
pro- and anti-Russian factions 
have turned bloody, threaten¬ 
ing to draw the opposing secu¬ 
rity farces into conflict m the 
streets. 

On Thursday a 2 2 -y ear- ol d 
Ukrainian was killed when a 
pro-Kiev rally in the eastern 
city of Donetsk was attacked 
by a pro-Moscow group, the 
hist confirmed death since 
Crimea was seized.

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Diana leaked royal directory to UK 
tabloid, court hears 


LONDON (AFP) - The late 
Princess Diana leaked a royal 
phone directory to the now de¬ 
funct News of the World 
tabloid, its former royal editor 
told Britain's phone-hacking 
trial Dn Thursday. 

Clive Goodman said that 
Diana sent him the information 
by post m 1 992, the year she 
separated from her husband 
Prince Charles, the heir to the 
throne. 

'She was gomg through a 
very, very difficult tune. She 
told me she wanted me to see 
the scale o flier husband's staff 
and household, compared with 
others," Goodman told Lon¬ 
don's Old Bailey where he is 
on trial 

"She felt she was being 
swamped by people close to 
Ins household She was look¬ 
ing for an ally to take him oil - 
- to show tliere were forces 
that would rage against him." 


Goodman is oil trial for two 
counts of conspiring to com¬ 
mit misconduct in a public of¬ 
fice, namely paying public 
officials for a royal phone di¬ 
rectory, winch he denies. 

The 56 -year-old was jailed 
m 2007 far hacking into the 
phones of members of the 
royal household, along with 
private investigator Glenn 
Mulcaire 

Goodman told the court that 
he used so-called Green Books 
and internal telephone directo¬ 
ries containing contact num¬ 
bers for royal staff and senior 
members of the household as 
a basis for his stones. 

Asked by Ins defence 
lawyer how he received them, 
he denied paying for them and 
said one greenback was given 
to him in 1992 by Diana. 

"That arrived at my office in 
Wapping with my name on it 
She had a (good) relationship 
with several journalists — 


Richard Kay at the Daily Mail, 
Martin Bashir of Panorama, 1 * 
Goodman told the court 
Three years later in 1995 
Diana would open up to

US reports rare case of 
woman-to-woman HIV 
transmission 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
rare case of suspected HIV 
transmission from one woman 
to another was reported Thurs¬ 
day by US health authorities 

Hie 4 6 -year-old woman 
"likely acquired" human im¬ 
munodeficiency virus while in 
a monogamous relationship 
with an HIV-positive female 
partner m Texas, said the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

Hie woman, whose name 
was not released, had engaged 
m heter o sexu al relatia tislnp s in 
the past, but not in the 1D years 
prior to her HIV infection. 

Her HiV-positive partner, a 
43-year-old woman who first 
tested positive in 2DOS, was 
her only sexual partner m the 
six months leading up to the 
test diat came back positive for 
HIV 

She did rep a it any other risk 
factors far acquiring the vims 
that causes AIDS, such as in¬ 
jection drug use, organ trans¬ 
plant, tattoos, acupuncture or 
unprotected sex with multiple 
partners 

The strain of HIV with 
winch she was infected was a 
9S percent genetic match to 
her partner's, said the CDC in 
its weekly report 

Hie couple sad they had not 
received any counseling about 
safe sex practices, and reported 
that they routinely had sex 
with a ut b am er methods. 

"Hiey described their sexual 
contact as at times rough to the 


point of inducing bleeding m 
either woman," said the CDC 
report 

"They also reported having 
unprotected sexual contact 
during the menses of’ either 
p artner. “ 

The partner who was in¬ 
fected since 2DOS had been 
prescribed antiretroviral drugs 
in 2009 but stopped taking 
them m November 2010, and 
was lost to follow up in Janu¬ 
ary 2011 

The CDC warned that al¬ 
though such cases are rare, 
■ fernale-to-female transmis¬ 
sion is possible because HIV 
can be found m vaginal fluid 
and menstrual blood." 

People with HIV should be 
under the care of a doctor and 
take their prescribed medi¬ 
cines to keep their viral load 
down and reduce the risk of 
infecting a partner, the CDC 
said. 

Very few cases of tins kind 
have been documented, and 
confirmation "has been diffi¬ 
cult because other risk factors 
almost always are present or 
cannot be ruled out," said the 
report 

One survey of 960,000 fe¬ 
male blood donors found 144 
who tested positive far HIV 
and were therefore blocked 
from donating. 

Of 1Q6 of those women who 
agreed to mteiviews, none de¬ 
scribed female-to-female sex¬ 
ual contact as their only risk 
factor. 


US backs 
less jail 
time for 
small-time 
traffickers 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The Obama administra¬ 
tion on Thursday en¬ 
dorsed a proposal that 
would effectively knock 
nearly a year off die aver¬ 
age sentence for small¬ 
time drug dealers in the 
United States. 

Testifying before the US 
Sentencing Commission, 
which set out the pro¬ 
posal in January, Attorney 
General Eric Holder said 
the most serious drug 
traffickers would still face 
the toughest penalities 
once the changes are en¬ 
acted. 

“it would help to rein in 
federal prison spending 
while focusing limited re¬ 
sources on the most seri¬ 
ous threats to public 
safety," he added. 

If adopted, the change - 
- to take effect in Novem¬ 
ber unless it is blocked by 
Congress. 

N early half of the 218,000 
convicts now in federal 
prisons are doing time for 
drug-related crimes, in a 
country that spends S80 
billion a year to lock up a 
staggering one-quarter of 
ail the world's prisoners.

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Post-sex gel shows signs 
of promise against HIV 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
first-of-its-kind vaginal gel 
that is designed to be applied 
after sex has shown promise m 
preventing the virus that, 
causes AIDS in research mon¬ 
keys, US scientists said. 

While testing is still at a 
very early stage, researchers 
hope the gel CDiiid be a more 
practical and effective option 
than current anti-retroviral 
gels on the market winch must 
be applied before sex. 

The gel was developed by 
scientists at the US Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion, and contains a Merck- 
made drug called raltegravir 
winch decreases the amount of 
HIV in the blood. 

"What we did in this work 
was we identified an anti-HIV 
drug that blocks vims integra¬ 
tion in the DNA." study co-au¬ 
thor Wakd Heneine told AFP. 

"This is a prerequisite step 
for HIV infection, and that 
step takes at least six hours 


after infection so that provides 
a wide window for dosing 
after sex " 

The gel was tested vagi- 
naliy m six macaque mon¬ 
keys, and was applied up to 
three hours after Qiey were ex¬ 
posed to simian immunodefi¬ 
ciency vims, winch is found 
in primates and is like HIV in 
humans. 

The study showed the gel 
prevented the vims in five of 
six monkeys, for an £4 per¬ 
cent effectiveness rate, ac¬ 
cording to tlie report in the 
j o urnal S ci en ce Transl ati on al 
Medicine 

Work is ongoing to develop 
a rectal gel, too, Heneine said. 

However, the product must 
undergo many more trials in 
animals and humans before it 
reaches the wider market, a 
process that may take five to 
10 years, he said 

Until now all previous micro- 
bicide gels have been designed 
for application before sex. 


Trailblazer Uruguay 
plans legal marijuana 
sales by year's end 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - Uruguay 
plans to begin legal marijuana 
sales o£ pot grown under gov¬ 
ernment control by year's end, 
using cloned plants. President 
Jose Mujica said Wednesday 
Mojica, speaking to a local 
newspaper during a visit to 
Chile, said the process was 
complex because it was regu¬ 
lated by the market. 

“We try to use what we 
have," Mujica told La Tercera 
daily, referring to land where 
the marijuana would be grown. 

“It will be grown in one 
place, probably in an armed 
forces' facility There will 
probably be private producers, 
but under certain conditions." 

Predicting that sales would 
begin m December or January, 
Mujica said the marijuana 
would be cloned to reproduce 
the same genetic code, which 
would give the plants a clear 
identifier for tracking 

“We do not want to be pro¬ 
ducers for export or compli¬ 
cate tiie lives of our 
neighbors," said Mujica, a doc¬ 
tor by training. 

“Regulation does not mean 
Viva la pep a' (let the good 
times roll). No, no, no." 

In December, his South 
American country became the 
first country in the world to 
regulate the market o f sales o f 



cannabis and its derivatives m 
an plan considered a bold ex¬ 
periment by authorities frus¬ 
trated with losing resources to 
fi ghting drug trafficking 

The law authorizes the pro¬ 
duction, distribution and sale 
d£ cannabis, allows individuals 
aged IS and older to grow 
their own on a small scale, and 
creates consumer clubs — all 
under state supervision and 
control 

Le galiz ati on o £ manj u an a in 
the small country of just 3.2 
million inhabitants has also 
drawn Die interest of pharma¬ 
ceutical companies around the 
world, who want to buy the 
drug for medical uses. 

Prior to legal sales, the law 
regulating them is scheduled 
to come into practice by April, 
defining how planting licenses 
will be granted and what vari¬ 
eties will be grown. 


British 
woman 
jailed for 
microwaving 
kitten 

LONDON (AFP) - A woman 
with mental health problems 
was on Thursday jailed for 14 
weeks by a British judge for 
killing her kitten by cooking it 
in the microwave. 

Laura Cunliffe, 23, admitted 
putting her black-and-white 
pet Mowgli in the microwave 
as punishment for attacking 
her goldfish, the court in 
Barnsley in northern England 
heard. 

She put. the microwave on 
for five minutes but after a 
minute took out the cat when 
she realised what she had 
done. The kitten died later. 

Judge John Foster told her 
"This was an act of utterly hor¬ 
rendous cruelty on your part 
on an animal that, as far as 1 
could see, had come to trust 
you and rely on you." 

However, members of Cun- 
liffe's family reacted angrily to 
the sentence, shouting as she 
was led away in handcuffs that 
" she doesn't know what's hap - 
penrng". 

Cunliffe's lawyer, Alan 
Greaves, said his client had 
longstanding problems with 
psychotic depression and had 
been sectioned under mental 
health legislation 20 times. 


Nicotine patches no help for 
pregnant women who smoke 



women to stop smoking, ac¬ 
cording to a study published 
bv the British Medical Journal 
(BMJ). 

Researchers m Fi ance asked 
more than 400 women who 
smoked at least five cigarettes 
a day to try either a nicotine

m both groups, but blood

The scientists, led by Ivan 
Berlin, a pharmacologist at 
the Pitie-Salpetnere Univer¬ 
sity Hospital m Paris, said 
they were disappointed 

The results show that drugs 
to help wean pregnant women 
off smoking do not work and 
"behavioural support - -- help 
from counsellors or quit- 
smoking groups -- remains es¬ 
sential, they said

Leopoldo Lopez: 

Venezuela blueblood, ardent Maduro foe 



CARACAS (AFP) - Leopoldo 
Lopez Mendoza, a Harvard- 
trained politician and ardent 
opponent of Venezuela's so¬ 
cialist government, is seen by 
enemies and supporters alike 
as the face of the month old 
street protests against the 
regime. 

A former mayor of the 
wealthy Chacao borough of 
Caracas; Lopez has been tar¬ 
geted as public enemy number 
one by the government as it 
hits back against the latest 
round of high- stakes protests 
called yesterday. 

Blessed with matinee-idol 
good looks and an easy smile, 
Lopez, 42, has a strong follow¬ 
ing in parts of Venezuela, win¬ 
ning his past elections by 
comfortable, and even over¬ 
whelming margins. 

He has a long history of ac¬ 
tivism m the country's anti-so¬ 
cialist opposition, having been 
at the forefront of demonstra¬ 
tors in April 2 DO2 that led to 
the coup that briefly ousted 
then President Hugo Chavez 
from power. 

A child of privilege, Lopez 
was schooled largely in the 
United States, first at the elite 
Kenyon College m Ohio, be¬ 
fore getting a master's degree 
at Harvard's Kennedy School 
of Government. 

Apolitical blue-blood, he is 
said to trace his lineage back to 
the country's first president 
Cristobal Mendoza, and re¬ 
portedly also boasts blood 
lines to South American mde¬ 
pendence hero Simon Bolivar 

Mendoza is known as being 
impulsive and ambitious — a 
dangerous combination of per¬ 
sonal attributes for the current 
chan sma- challenge d Pre si d ent 
Ni col as M aduro, Chav ez' s 
handpicked successor 


Tire Maduro government is 
grappling with angry student 
protests orchestrated by Lopez 
that began on February 4 in 
the interior of the Dil-nch 
country and boiled, over in 
street dashes in Caracas that 
left 2£ people dead and 365 in¬ 
jured 

Maduro's regime has issued 
a warrant for Ins arrest, where 
Lopez gave himself up to po¬

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Doping: Research 
breakthrough could 
help detect HGH 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
research breakthrough using 
the insulin-like growth factor 
IGF-1 as a biamarker could 
produce a better test for 
human growth hormone, anti- 
doping experts said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Research app earing in the 
latest issue of the American 
Association of Clinical 
Chemistry showed measuring 
IGF-1 could increase die de¬ 
tection of HGH doping by 
greatly enhancing the preci¬ 
sion of laboratories 

The measurement uses i 
chemistry technique known as 
li qui d diromata graphy-tand em 
mass spectrometry and builds 
up dii existing tests for HGH 

Researchers from five labo¬ 
ratories ui three nations led by 
US Anti-Doping Agency 
physician Larry Bowers and 
funded by the Partnership for 
Clean Competition (PCC) 
began working in 2 Q11 on 
more precise test methods for 
HGH 

"Not only are these research 
results groundbreaking but the 
selfless work and cooperation 
of tlie members of tins work¬ 
ing group, with the PCC's sup¬ 
port, demonstrates the power 
of collaborative research," 
Bowers said 

"Bringing together top sci¬ 
entists and innovators in fo¬ 


cused research to identify and 
resolve analytical problems is 
critical to advancing anti-dop¬ 
ing science" 

Tire PCC hop es the research 
will be used as the basis for 
tougher global sporting tests 
for growth hormone, used by 
dope cheats to build muscle in 
part by increasing concentra¬ 
tions of IGF-1 in the blood 
from liver response to growth 
hormone. 

While an iso forms test has 
been successfully used to 
identify HGH dope cheats, it is 
limited by a short detection 
window. 

The biomarkers test meas¬ 
ures concentrations of IGF-1 
and another protein produced 
by reaction to growth hor¬ 
mones and has a detection 
window of several weeks. 


New lizard species discovered 

in Peru 



LIMA (AFP) - Scientists have 
discovered a new species of 
lizard at a national park in 
Pern, experts said on Tuesday. 

The new species, named 
Potamites erythrocularis, was 
located in the upper part of 
Manu National Park in Peru's 
southeast Cusco region, the en¬ 
vironmental ministry said. 

The new species "differs 
from the others by having 
messy keeled scales on the 
back, undivided frontonasal 
scales, a red nng around the 


eye in males and absence of 
femoral pores in females," it 
said 

The research was led by sci¬ 
entists Alessandro Catenazzi 
and German Chaves and a 
team of biologists and rangers 
of the Manu National Park, 
which is a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site. 

The tropical forest in the 
lower tiers is home to an unri¬ 
valed variety of animal and 
plant species, according to the 
United Nations. 
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Australia to buy surveillance drones 
to patrol borders 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Australia 
announced plans Thursday for 
a fleet of giant high-tech un¬ 
manned drones to help patrol 
the nation's borders, monitor¬ 
ing energy infrastructure and 
attempts to enter the country 
illegally 

Prune Minister Tony Abbott 
said the Triton Unmanned Aer¬ 
ial Vehicles, which can remain 
airborne for 33 hours, would 
be b ased m tire southern aty of 
Adelaide 

A report in February said 
seven of the US-made drones 
would be purchased for 
Ausj3 Q billion (US$2.7 bil¬ 
lion), but Abbott said the de¬ 
tails of how many, when they 
will be bought and the costs 
had yet to be finalised. 


Australia, a cl a se ally of the 
United States, is expected to 
use the drones to patrol far 
over the Indian Ocean, winch 
has become one of the world's 
most vital energy supply 
routes. 

They could also be used to 
detect illegal fishermen and 
asylum-seekers, who fre¬ 


quently enter Australian wa¬ 
ters to the north on rickety 
boats, usually setting sail 
from Indonesia and Sri 
Lanka 

The announcement comes 
just weeks after Canberra 
said it would buy eight new 
Poseidon aircraft for Aus$4 
billion to form the core of its 
surveillance and man time 
strike capacity for decades to 
come. 

The use of large unmanned 
aircraft, patrolling the nation's 
borders has been mulled for a 
decade but the previous Labor 
government would not sign off 
on the concept as it reportedly 
believed the technology was 
not mature enough.

People can expect to begin 
seeing these new ads in their 
Web and mobile News Feed 
over the next few months, 
Facebook said The company 
is currently working only with 
a small number of advertisers 
as it continues to monitor how 
members respond to the ads. 

Unlike the other ads you 
find on Facebook, Premium 
Video Ads are being vetted for 
creative quality and "watoha- 
bility" before they reach your 


feed Facebook said it's work¬ 
ing with a company called Ace 
Matrix to review the premium 
spots before they gD live on the 
social network. 

The effort is part of Face- 
book's mission to get advertis¬ 
ing's biggest spenders to view 
its network as a better and 
more versatile medium than 
television for reaching target 
audiences. 
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US senators strike deal to extend 
jobless insurance 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
senators struck a bipartisan 
deal Thursday that would rein¬ 
state emergency benefits for 
two million of America's long¬ 
term unemployed, easing a 
months-long congressional im¬ 
passe 

A group of 10 senators 
thrashed out die agreement 
winch would extend for five 
more months the benefits that 
ran out m late 2013 amid con¬ 
gressional bickering over how 
the insurance would be paid 
for. 

President Barack Obama 
had pushed hard for an exten¬ 
sion of the emergency benefits 
last year but the effort fell 
apart, leaving 1.3 million job¬ 
less in the lurch when their 
standard 26 weeks of jobless 
aid expired. 

Lawmakers stressed that 
the latest compromise is fully 
paid for, m part through ‘'pen- 
si on smo o thin g" pro vi si a ns 
that were set to expire, and by 


an extension of customs user 
fees through 2024. 

It would also include skills 
assessment and referral pro¬ 
grams to help get people back 
into the workforce, and would 
bar all millionaires from col¬ 
lecting the unemployment in¬ 
surance. 

The cost of the current 
compromise was not immedi¬ 
ately clear, but a proposed 
three-month extension that 
failed to pass Congress in De¬ 
cember earned a price tag of 
$6. S billion. 

"We're not at the finish line 
yet, but this is a bipartisan 
breakthrough," Democratic 
Senator Jack Reed, an architect 
of the deal, said in a statement. 

The measure will likely 
need to dear a 60-vote thresh¬ 
old m the I DO-member Senate 
before going to the Republi¬ 
can-controlled House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, where it could 
face opposition from fiscal 
conservatives. 


But lawmakers sounded 
confident that the agreement 
they worked out had traction. 

"Restoring this much- 
needed economic lifeline will 
help jab seekers, boost our 
economy, and provide a little 
certainty to families, busi¬ 
nesses, and the markets that 
Congress is capable of coming 
together to do the right thing," 
Reed added. 

Senator Dean Heller, the 
agreement's chief Republican 
author, applauded colleagues 
on both sides 

"Tills deal extends these 
important benefits for five 
months, pays for them, and 
brings buy-m from both sides 
of the aisle," he said 

House Speaker John 
Boehner, who has said he 
would be open to extending 
the benefits if they were paid 
for ui full, has not immediately 
reacted to the bipartisan com¬ 
promise 


Workers sue McDonald's for stealing wages 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
workers yesterday accused 
fast-food giant McDonald's of 
systematically stealing wages 
through illicit practices like 
forcing them to work off-the- 
clock and failing to par/ over¬ 
time. 

Seven cl ass-action lawsuits 
were filed Wednesday and 
Thursday in California, Michi¬ 
gan and New York demanding 
that McDonald's pay back tire 
stolen wages and end the prac¬ 
tices that violate state and fed¬ 
eral laws, lawyers representing 
the workers said. 

Me Do nald's C orp o rah o n l s 
named in all seven lawsuits, 
while franchisees were in¬ 
cluded m five a f them 

Tire lawsuits argue that Mc¬ 
Donald's, which took m nearly 


|5.6 billion in profits last year, 
regularly fails to compensate 
its already low-paid workers 
for all the hours they work 

It allegedly forced employ¬ 
ees to work off-the-clock, 
failed to pay them overtime, 
shaved hours off time cards, 
and deprived employees of 
timely meal and rest breaks, 
amo ng other p racti ce s 

"We've uncovered several 
unlawful schemes, but they all 
share a common purpose - to 
drive labor costs down by 
stealing wages from McDon¬ 
ald's workers," Michael Rubin 
of Altshuler Herzen, who filed 
the California suits, said in a 
statement 

"Tirese suits have been filed 
to stop this widespread em¬ 
ployee pay theft," Joseph Sell-

IMF ready to start aid 
negotiations with the Ukraine 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
said yesterday it was ready to 
launch aid negotiations with 
tire Ukraine 

11 The IM F fa ct- findmg mi s - 
sion working in Kiev since 
March 4 has made good 
progress in assessing the situ¬ 
ation," IMF managing director 
Christine La garde said in a 
statement “Following an in¬ 
formal briefing today of the 
IMFs Executive Board, man¬ 
agement has asked the team to 
stay in Kiev and begin a 
process of negotiation." 

The team is discussing con¬ 
ditions for a Europe and US- 
backed rescue loan with the 
Ukrainian authorities, as ten¬ 
sions mount over Prussia's, mil¬ 
itary incursion into Crimea. 

Lagarde said the IMF team 
would work with the authori¬ 
ties to develop a reform pro¬ 
gram "that will result in sound 
economic governance and sus¬ 


tainable growth, while protect¬ 
ing tiie vulnerable in society" 

Tire mission plans to wrap 
up its work by March 21, she 
said. 

Officials of tire new 
Ukraine government have said 
they need at least $15 billion, 
which, could include contribu¬ 
tions from Europe, to stabilize 
and restructure their finances, 
left in shambles by the ousted 
government of Viktor 
Yanukovych. 

Lagarde met on Wednesday 
with Ukraine's interim prime 
minister, Arseniy Yatsenyuk, in 
Washington 

"We are keen to help 
Ukraine on its path to eco¬ 
nomic stability and prosper¬ 
ity/ she said after their 
meeting. "In that, context, the 
IMF will continue to consult 
with its membership and other 
international financial institu¬ 
tions on how best to support 
the people of the Ukraine "

PRETORIA (AFP) - Interpret¬ 
ing blunders at Oscar Rsto- 
nus's murder trial have seen 
witnesses lost in translation 
and left translators outside the 
court furious. 

With 11 official languages 
you could expect South 
Africa's courts to be well 
equipped tD handle testimony 
in whatever the tongue 

But during two weeks of tes¬ 
timony in the State vs. Oscar 
Leonard Call Pi storms, a string 
of Afrikaans speaking wit¬ 
nesses have been forced to 
switch to English to avoid 
being misinterpreted 

"This is the grossest incor¬ 
rect interpreting that IVe seen 
or heard in a long time," said 
Johan Blaauw, chairman of the 
South African Translators' In¬ 
stitute 

His organisation is so out¬ 
raged it has offered to supply 
an accredited interpreter free 
of charge, but is still awaiting 
the court's response 

Signs of trouble have been 
there from the first day 


One court-appointed inter¬ 
preter — perhaps cognisant of 
the whirlwind that engulfed a 
fake sign language interpreter 
at Nelson Mandela's memorial 
- reportedly fled after learning 
she was to work on such a 
high-profile case 

During the first week of the 
til al. Pi sta riu s c s n eiglib our, 
Michelle Burger, began to ten - 
ti fry in Afrikaans ab o ut. he ann g 
screams and gunshots an the 
night of Reeva Steenkamp's 
death hut was forced to stop to 
correct the struggling inter¬ 
preter. 

When Burger said events 
after the shooting were 
" deunnekaar* it was translated 
as "confused" prompting de¬ 
fence lawyers suggest her rec¬ 
ollection of events might also 
be confused. 

Burger was forced to ex¬ 
plain she meant "chaotic* and 
later opted to switch to English 
instead 

On Thursday when former 
police officer Giham van 
Rensburg took the stand there 


was yet more evidence of 
bungling 

Again speaking m 
Afrikaans, Van Rensburg de¬ 
scribed finding the lifeless 
body of the athlete's girlfriend 
Reeva Steenk amp covered in 
tow r els, winch were rendered 
"hand clothes* by the inter¬ 
preter 

Several witnesses and ex¬ 
perts are Afrikaans speaking -- 
the culture of' predominantly 
Dutch descendants is still 
strong in the South African 
capital Pretoria. 

Despite being able to com¬ 
municate in English, many 
like Burger, chose to testify in 
Afrikaans because they felt 
more at ease in their mother 
tongue 

Like Burger, others also 
switched to English mt d-testi¬ 
mony or even mid-sentence 
out of frustration at p oor inter¬ 
preting. 

Lawyers for the prosecution 
and the defence have also in¬ 
terrupted proceedings to cor¬ 
rect translations 

Experts wony these errors 
may have serious conse¬ 
quences for the trial.

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Bayern Munich president 
Hoeness jailed for tax 
fraud 


MUNICH (AFP) - A German 
court Thursday sentenced foot- 
tiall legend UL Hoeness;, pres¬ 
ident of powerhouse dub 
Bayern Munich, to three and a 
half years m jail for major tax 
fraud 

The verdict for cheating the 
German state out of 23 5 mil¬ 
lion euros ($39 5 million) 
spelled the likely end of the ca¬ 
reer of the former star player 
whose trial has captivated foot¬ 
ball - ab se s se d Germ any. 

Hoeness, (52, had admitted 
to hiding lus wealth in secret 
Swiss bank accounts while ob¬ 
sessively "gambling" on stock 
and currency markets for 
years. 

After the verdict, a viably 
shaken Hoeness was allowed 
to walk out of the packed Mu¬ 
nich courtroom, with Ins arrest 
■warrant temporarily suspended 
while an appeal is pending. 

The judge pointed out that 
Hoeness had since 2009 failed 
to turn himself in and only de¬ 
livered a hasty and hawed dec¬ 
laration in early 2013 when 


authorities and journalists were 
already on his case. 

Prosecutors, who had sought 
a five-and-a-half-year term, 
said they had not yet decided 
whether to also appeal 

Interest has been huge in the 
case, with newspapers giving it 
front-page treatment and peo- 
pl e lining up outsi de the court- 
roDin from early morning to 
get a seat m the visitors gallery. 

Tens of thousands shared 
their views on Twitter, both for 
and against the judgement 
One of them, former pro foot¬ 
baller Hans Sarpei, tweeted 
"Abad verdi :t for Hoeness, a 
good one for Germany's many 
millions of honest taxpayers." 

Hoeness -- who also co¬ 
founded a lucrative sausage 
business and has long been a 
conservative TV talk-show 
regular — had stayed on as 
president and board chairman 
of the European club since the 
scandal broke a year ago. 
Bayern Munich made no im¬ 
mediate statement on the ver¬ 
dict. 


Football: Bale Impressed by 
standard of La Llga 


MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid winger Gareth Bale 
has lauded the technical stan¬ 
dard of La Liga in comparison 
to the Premier League just six 
months into his career with the 
Spanish giants 

The Welshman joined Real 
for a reported 91 million euros 
(S12d million, £.76 million) 
from Tottenham Hotspur in 
September after being 
crowned as the Premier 
League's best player by lus fel¬ 
low professionals and the foot¬ 
ball writers last season due to 
lus stunning performances. 

However, he is enjoying the 
change to a less physical style 
of play m Spam and has been 
impressed by the willingness 
of even some of the sides 
struggling at the b ottom of the 
table to try and play a passing 
same. 
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'The big difference is the 
tactical play and the way all 
teams play a lot. of goad foot¬ 
ball. Tit ere are no long balls 
like there are in England," he 
said on Thursday. 

"That is the biggest tiling 
about Spam, it. is all passing 
and movement. It has been a 
new experience which I am 
obviously learning from and 
enjoying. 

"All the teams, no matter if 
they are at the top Dr the bot¬ 
tom, try to play football. It is 
exciting, it is a great league 
and st is great to be playing 
here." 

A senes of niggling injuries 
plagued Bale's start to the cam¬ 
paign, but lus return to fitness 
and form has coincided with 
Real embarking on a 29-game 
unbeaten run stretching back 
to October. 

Barcelona's surprise 1-0 de¬ 
feat to Valladolid last weekend 
allowed Real to open up a 
four-point gap on their eternal 
rivals at the top of the table 

However, Bale is taking 
nothing for granted as he tar¬ 
gets three trophies in lus first 
season in the Spanish capital 

"Obviously we are in a very 
good position at the moment, 
but there are still 11 games left 
to go. 

"We need to take every 


game as it comes and concen¬ 
trate only on our own perform¬ 
ances. Hopefully we can keep 
playing well and achieve our 
goals" 

Real face Barca twice in the 
next month m La Liga and the 
Cop a. del F.ey final and could 
even meet four times in 25 
days if they are drawn together 
in the quarter-finals of the 
Champions League. 

Barca booked their place in 
the quarters on Wednesday 
with a 4-1 aggregate win over 
Manchester City 

Madrid, meanwhile, are 
practically in the last eight too 
as they lead Schalke fi-1 from 
the first leg of their ti e in Ger¬ 
many and Bale is sure they 
will face a tougher test in the 
next round 

"The Champions League is 
full of great teams, every team 
left in the competition can po¬ 
tentially win it. 

"The tournament is really 
wide open and it just depends 
on who takes their chances 

Bale has managed to rack up 
14 goals and 11 assists in just 
25 appearances in La Liga and 
the Champions League so far 
this campaign, but he is sure 
there is more to come having 
overcome the initial challenges 
of a change in lifestyle when 
moving countries. 
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BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil's 
Mini ster fo r Sp ort A1 do Reb el o 
on Thursday criticized anti- 
World Cup demonstrators, in¬ 
sisting they would not disrupt 
the tournament starting June 
12. 

Brazil has witnessed months 
of protests against the esti¬ 
mated $11 billion price-tag for 
the tournament, with demon¬ 
strators saying the money 
would have better spent on im¬ 
proving poor public services 

Noting pro te st ers o ften 
chant "tliere will be no Cup," 
Reb el a told foreign correspon¬ 
dents in Brasilia that everyone 
should get behind the five-time 
champions' first hosting of the 
event m d4 years 

"I do not believe the cam¬ 
paigns will have an effect (of 
derailing the organization) or 
that there will be large demon¬ 
strations against the Cup," Re¬ 
bel o insisted 

"The big demonstration will 
be one of celebration of the 
Cup," he forecast, criticizing 
"sections of the media, who 
think they can offer space (to 
cover) this kind of ill will," an 
allusion to the protest marches 


Recent protests have 
been small but some have 
turned violent with anar¬ 
chist groups known as 
Black Bloc clashing with 
police 

Rebelo said he be¬ 
ll eved most, people w r oul d 
back the tournament.
